Coal  Glossary 


Bonding  -  an  amount  of  money  paid  by  the  mining 
company  to  guarantee  environmental  reclamation 

Btu  -  British  thermal  unit  -  the  quantity  of  heat  required 
to  raise  one  pound  of  water  one  degree  Fahrenheit 

CCS  -  carbon  capture  and  storage  -  capture  and  permanent 
storage  of  carbon 

Coal  seam  -  one  of  approx.  17  layers  of  coal  found 
underground  in  Illinois 

Continuous  miner  -  a  piece  of  equipment  having  a  IOV2  feet, 
cylindrical  rotating  head  used  to  cut  coal  from  the  seam 

EGU  -  electric  generating  unit 

Emissions  rate  -  the  measure  of  how  much  pollutant  is 
emitted  from  a  combustion  unit  compared  to  the  amount  of 
energy  used  expressed  as  pounds  emitted  per  mmBtu 


Longwall  -  a  method  of  mining  that  removes  large  sections 
of  coal  with  planned  subsidence  of  the  surface 

Highwall  -  a  method  of  mining  that  cuts  coal  from  the 
highwall  of  a  surface  pit  using  an  auger 

Reclamation  -  the  act  or  process  of  reclaiming  the  land  to 
pre-mining  productivity 


Room  and  pillar  -  a  method  of  mining  that  leaves  pillars 
of  coal  as  the  primary  roof  support  system
